UISLDKN, N. D.. 8opt. 13. — Tho 
farms out here are mostly owned by 
bankers. They have bee.T pursuing 
their favorite pautime of forecloslog 
naortgagus oa thrae farms. 1 he home- 
steedors and pioneers are ail renters 
of tbe farms. Thus the Incomes are 
very small, forcing many of usVuung 
farmers to work for someone else. 
Kspeclally Iu the fall, the men and 
boys are generally ail working In the 
harvest fields and thresh rigs, while 
the home and houHokeeplng la left for 
the women and girls. 

Children Work, Too. 

Many of the older school children 
cannot begin school nutil all tho fall 
work Ui done. This kebps them hack 
In school work very much. There art 
many boys and glrle who have to give 
up going to ecbool because their help 
Is neodeil at. home. 

Furthermore, tho schools whi^h the 
young farmers go to are email country 
sohoole, taught by one teacher. This 
one teacher hca all the gradee from a 
primer to the eighth grade, giving only 
a ten-mlnutc period for each class. 
There are no separate class rooms, 
but the classes are held In the same 
room where others are nludytug. 
Thus when our older boys and girls 
set to school late in the fall, about 
Thanksgiving, they find It very hard 
to make up the lost time in so short a 
period. 

The sdhool term In the country is 
only soren months, but it Is much less 
for those who work on the tarioa in 
the tall and spring. 

Reereation Activity. 

There are no recreational activities 
supplied by the goTeminent. Fo^ the 
benefit of our library the Young Work- 
ers (Communist) League has held an 
entertainment and Is now planning a 
carnival. We are trying to bring the 
working class character to ibis affair. 
This Is also something new for many 
of the young farmors, so we art ex- 
pecting to arouse their interests and 
gain meiaborshlp for our league. We 
have rerelve«l one n^w member in our 
last BMetlng. and are expecting a lot 
moro when the busy seaeon la over.

AKTICLB II. 

Co terrible have been the Injustice 
otf forcing milllone of children be- 
tween the ages of ( and 14 to work 
in ht&Ub and life-destroying ocoupa- 
tfone that the United Btates ConRreos 
twice passed laws which in words 
sought to prevent In a email degree 
this shameful slavery. Did the poli- 
ticians bava at heart the Interest of 
the chllCren? Not at all. There had 
been eo much publlolty carried on, the 
facts were so plain and- awful, the 
sentiment against cbildTabor ao wide- 
spread that Congress was forced to 
contrive nome means of befuddliog the 
workers. 

In 1916 a law was pasted )>y Con- 
gress prohibiting child labor. It was 
not an Important law. It did not bun 
the capitalists; it was more in the 
nature of a mild reprimand. Most of 
the repreAentatlves and eenatore in 
Congreaa are lawyers. 

The nine judges of tho highest court 
In the United Otatos are old fo:;ies 
who count at least fifty year* each In j 
the service of capitallsoi. Most c( 
them are former corporaion lawyers. 
Most of them still receive Incomes 
front companies employing child labor. 
The chief justice, Wllilsm Howard 
Taft, receives yearly 110,000 from the 
Carnegie fund merely (or bis past aer 
vlees to the bosses.

The reason that tho court gave tor 
throwliiR the oiilid labor law Into the 
wane paper basket woe that the (od- 
oral, rentrui (foverument had no con- 
trol over labor. That was a matter 
for the individual states. What bosh! 
The United Btates gnvornmmt dooe 
not hesitate to Issue injunrtions 
against workers on strike. The attor- 
oey-gencral did not leave the milter 
of denlroylng the railroad maioten- 
ance-of-way men's strike to the Indi- 
vidual states. 

We repeat vary often that the gov- 
ernment is merely the executive com- 
mittee of the cspitailsl class. This Is 
not merely a phrase. Whenever a 
problem of tbe working class Is In- 
quired Into it is discovered that the 
government has acted against the 
working class, not even In an impar- 
tial gesture, but boldly, openly, di- 
reflly. 

Then another law was passed with 
a lot of Ingenious phrases to overcome 
the objections of the supreme court. 
That failed miserably, too. 

Go far as the purely ieglslalive 
means of lessening child labor was 
concerned the Unltod Giales supreme 
court left but one way open, and the 
■oclai reformers, wlih the aid ot 
F/ammy Compere, attempted from the 
first what was clearly ao lmpos|ible 
task.
